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The battleship way was apparently empty. On the cruiser way was a large hull 
on the stern of which a large deckhouse was being constructed. Work was also 
being done on the mid-section of the superstructure. 

Four or five newly built motor launches lay at the fitting -out quay immediately 

east of the battleship way. ...... 
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Three submarines, one | lay at the submarine fitting- 

out quay. Two of the submarines were moored side by side. One submarine 
had a step fore and aft on the conning tower. On the forward section of the 
conning tower were oval windows (ports) and an apparatus which resembled a 
plexiglass dome, as sketched below. 
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The submarine lying inside the one just described was considerably larger, and 
also had a step fore and aft on the conning tower as sketched below.

A -floating dock with an estimated capacity of 10,000 tons lay at the western 
end of +h» Kfvlnv Shinvard. The way was hidden by this floating dock, but i 
was reported that an atomic-power icebreaker was being 

completed on this way. 
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Kanonerskly Shipyard 

6 Five old merchant ships undergoing repairs lay in Kanonerskly Shipyard. Two 
of these ships, each about 5,000 DWT, were being modernized. A large merchant 
ship lay in the floating dock on the west side of the yard. 
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
